Mr,  H'iayor,  Aldermen  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  of 
for  the  year  1957. 

The  population  figure  for  1957  of  the  Registrar 
General  shows  a  decrease  by  30  in  comparison  to  the  previous 
year.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  remains  at  the  figure 
of  671,  with  the  Borough  possessing  157  Council  houses. 

The  Biri:h  Rote  during  1957  is  less  by  2  but  the 
number  of  illegitimate  births  increased  by  3»  and  the  still¬ 
birth  rate  was  2,  one  less  than  in  1956. 

More  females  than  males  died  in  1957 »  but  the  total 
remains  the  same  as  for  1956,  Again,  there  was  no  Hfeternal 
deaths  nor  loss  of  infants  under  one  year  in  the  Borough. 

The  main  causes  of  death  has  been  due  to  disease  of  the  heart 
followed  by  strokes,  and  then  cancer.  There  was  no  death  due 
to  tuberculosis in  comparison  to  two  the  previous  year. 

Ho  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  notified  for  1957>  vjhile 
out  of  all  other  possible  infectious  diseases,  only  two  cases 
of  measles  occurred.  Never  in  the  history  of  the  Borough, 
has  such  an  excellent  state  of  health  presented  itself  within 
the  Community. 

The  number  vaccinated  against  Smallpox,  Diphtheria 
and  Whooping  Gough  remain  at  a  satisfactory  level  and  the 
parents  within  the  Borough  are  to  be  admired  for  their 
co-operation  and  foresight  in  accepting  such  preventive 
measures  against  these  infectious  diseases. 

The  health  within  the  Borough  during  1957  ^ss  most 
satisfactory  and  appreciation  is  felt  for  the  excellent  work 
and  co-operation  of  all  the  General  Practitioners  in  Beaumaris. 

Fir.  Orwig  Hughes,  the  Council  Public  Health  Inspector 
who  died  on  21st  December  1956  was  succeeded  on  the  1st  April, 
1957  by  Mr.  John  3.  Gee.  The  Sanitary  situation  of  the  Borough 
for  1957  is  reported  upon  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  ^he 
number  of  visits  and  work  carried  out,  in  order  to  maintain 
satisfactory  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district,  shows  a 
marked  increase.  His  industrious  foresight  is  to  be  appreciated 
for  undoubtedly,  the  pleasing  circumstances  of  the  health  of  the 
Borough  has  been  due,  to  a  large  extent,  to  his  good  work, 

Furthei;  his  observations  on  the  Drainage  and  Sewerage  Disposal 
within  the  Borough,  should  remain  foremost  in  the  Council’s 
future  considerations. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  you  Mr,  Ffeyor, 
and  Members  of  the  Council  for  your  interest,  and  the  Town 
Clerk,  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  co-operation  and  help.

VACCIxVATION  AND  IIvIHiaNISATION

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest 
Physician  in  collaboration  with  the  County  Medical  Officer 
and  his  staff.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination  of 
new-born  infants  born  into  tubeirculous  households  and  of 
tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  known  cases.  During  1957,  no 
such  vaccinations  was  carried  out  in  the  Corough.

The  Se’werage  System  is  archaic  and  inadequate  in  the 
true  sense  of  the  word.  One  ejector  station  has  ceased  to 
work.  The  overflow  from  this  ejector  station  discharged 
20  yards  from  the  sea  front,  but  this  was  temporarily  extended 
some  100  yards  early  on  in  the  year.  Whilst  no  serious 
nuisance  has  occured  this  situation  must  not  be  regarded  with 
complacency  and  overhaul  of  the  system  must  be  proceeded  with 

without  delay.
